Among the first to appear in the first days of March are the 
golden “Winter Aconites” and the pure white “Snow Drops” which are 
soon followed by the gay blues and pinks and lavenders of the Scillas 
and Chionodoxas. Before these have gone the multi-colored Crocus and 
early tulip species make the rock garden a floral gem before the first of 
the Spring Alpine plants show their bright colors.
